To our readers we are happy to announce the arrival of a 
copy of the 1963 edition “Coins In China’s History” by Arthur 
Braddan Coole. This volume was donated; however, the person 
acting as messenger to deliver it to me would not tell who paid 
for it. We certainly wish to extend our thanks to the unknown 
donor for such an interesting volume for our library. It may be 
of interest to some. The volume was autographed personally 
by the author. 


“Paper Money of the United States” by R. Friedberg, 4th 
edition, 306 pgs illust. 1962. By that notation this work is 
identified on a card in our file. This brief notation is not much 
of a clue to the completeness of the work. Some writers can 
spill out three or four hundred pages without coming to any 
point. Such is not the case with this volume. It spells out by 
word and picture a full page of data on every page. This again 
is a volume to be used for years to come as a basic reference 
on the paper money of the U.S. The author introduces the 
reader to a bit of background knowledge in the twenty-five 
pages before he gets into his task of identifying and _ illus- 
trating all of the official U.S. paper money. This edition is an 
expansion of some of the earlier issues. 


Included in this one and not in the first edition is some 
fifty pages of cataloging and comments on the U.S. National 
Bank issues. Another seventy-eight pages is used to list the 
U.S. National banks, and their charter numbers. The author 
gave specific valuations with each issue listed. In such a work 
as this, such valuation will tend to date the work. However, 
they will not necessarily detract from the usefulness of the 
work for identifying material for numismatic research. This is 
a MUST volume for the collectors of paper money. 


While this is being typed, my edition of the Farmer’s 
almanac has not yet come, but my Friend in Tennessee has 
sent a calendar for the coming year. On that calendar are the 
following possible subjects for Displays: Garnet, Carnation,

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FROM THE BOOKSHELF 


The receipt of a small box of catalogs for our Library cata- 
log file is to be acknowledged in this column. They were re- 
ceived from INTERCOIN, a courtesy of Mr. Ken Hedges, 
Editor. These were catalogs which were not usable to the 
staff of INTERCOIN and the members of INSSD. We appre- 
ciate the donation. 

For a column this month we shall review the story of the 
Library in 1963. In the year just ended, we spent some $52.89 
of budgeted funds. Ten Dollars of this went to have five years 
of our club Bulletin bound for Library use. The remainder 
went for five new books. We received in donation seven books 
and five groups of periodicals as well as a marvelous set of 72 
slides. Our membership in the American Numismatic Society 
was accepted this year, and as part of that membership, we 
received two volumes of numismatic books, as well as their 
quarterly numismatic literature review. 

On the side of service to our members, an average of 3.75 
books each month were taken out for home study. In January 
and April seven books were taken out for the high peaks. In 
the months of August, September and October, only one book 
each month was taken out. A total of 45 volumes were taken 
out for the year. Some of our friends were a bit tardy, so we 
collected Library fines of $2.25. This with the fines on hand 
gave us $4.81 which was spent for glue, cards and other sup- 
plies, leaving still $0.69 on hand. 

With the above set of statistics one can make a comparison 
with years past and make noise like that constitutes the suc- 
cess of a club Library. However, my own feelings are some- 
what divergent with the statistician’s view. To me the success- 
ful years is the one when you get to meet more of the old and 
new members both ... where people seem to want to help in 
the project of improving the Library . . . where you can enjoy 
helping the members, young and old, with each individual 
problem that members may have. As one does this, one learns 
a lot of numismatics—and even more important—one comes to 
know a lot of mighty nice people.

The club has made its first purchase of a new book this 
year. The new volume is a product of England, “Commercial 
Coins 1787-1804,” by R. C. Bell, M.B., F.R.C.S. This new vol- 
ume was approved for purchase even though the budget com- 
mittee has not yet come to any agreement on what the new 
year’s budget will look like.

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WHAT EVER HAPPENED TO 
THE JUNIOR CLUB?

As most of you seem unaware, I’ll tell you there is practi- 
cally no junior club left. Oh, there are still juniors with paid 
memberships who come once in a while, but there is abso- 
lutely no interest in the meeting. This lack of interest has 
been caused by various reasons. You cannot put kids of vary- 
ing ages all in one room, and not expect the big kids and the 
little kids to feel out of place. As with other groups of this 
age of children, they are hard to keep in hand. This is a 
breeding ground for lack of interest. The club should provide 
a place where up and coming numismatists can learn about 
their hobby. 

The juniors have an advisor who has no help and very 
little cooperation from the rest of the club members. The 
senior club must show an interest in the juniors if it is to 
spark any interest in the juniors. The next thing which should 
be mentioned is that the junior vice president has no vote at 
the board meetings, not even on matters which pertain to the 
Junior Club. All these conditions I have mentioned were pres- 
ent a year ago when I was junior vice president. This shows 
complete ignorance of the conditions in the Junior Club, 
caused by indifference and complacency on the part of most 
of the members of the club. 

I offer the following five point plan as a solution to the 
problems the Junior Club has been having. First, there must 
be a starting age, because there is such an age that is too 
young and there should be at least two levels within the 
Junior Club itself. Secondly, parents must not only be invited, 
but expected to attend the junior meetings, for as most of 
you know, there is no supervision quite as good as parental 
supervision. Thirdly, the Juniors must have an advisor who is 
willing and able to expend the time and effort to get them 
back on their feet. Fourthly, the advisor and the Junior Club 
must expect to get the help, support, and cooperation of 
every member of this club. Lastly, the Jr. vice president must 
have a vote with the Board on matters which pertain to the 
junior club. For when these changes are made will the Junior 
Club operate effectively and regain the interest of the junior 
members.

A few weeks ago your editor had the privilege of visiting 
Coin World in Sidney, Ohio. 


Coin World, the weekly newspaper of the entire numismatic 
field, is located in a large three story building facing the 
main square in Sidney. The printing plant is on the first floor 
and the editorial and advertising offices occupy the rest of 
the building. Coin World is published by the Sidney Printing 
and Publishing Company which also publishes the Sidney 
Daily News, Winn’s Stamp Weekly and World Coins—their 
new monthly magazine. It amazed me to see this brainchild 
of the publisher, J. Oliver Amos, and see the scope and size 
of the plant that is necessary to print this weekly numismatic 
newspaper. At last count over 150,000 copies of this paper were 
printed and that amounts to over 75 tons of newsprint every 
week. Coin World has its own editorial and advertising staff 
but shares its printing plant with the daily paper. It takes 
two huge trucks and trailers to haul each week’s edition to 
the post office for mailing. 


The nicest group of people put out Coin World. J. Oliver 
Ames, the publisher and acting editor, is sincerely interested 
in making his newspaper for the coin collector. His favorite 
saying is “No hobby ever starved to death when well fed 
with competent educational material.” When asked what he 
collects, he replied that he collects numismatists to put out 
Coin World. The staff consists of Margo Russell, Jay Guren, 
Ed Neuce, Russell Rulau, James Kelly, James G. Johnson, Sr., 
Stan Fifer, Wayne Lawrence, Cecil L. Watkins, Charles White 
and Frank B. Knight. 


Over 185 persons have a hand in putting out Coin World. 
Even more are hired part time on mailing day to get the bun- 
dles of newspapers ready for the post office. 


Margo Russell is a fascinating woman to talk to. We dis- 
cussed many different things about our hobby of numisma- 
tics. She is a very busy person and she managed to answer 
my many questions about Coin World. This remarkable 
woman was a member of the U. S. Assay Commission for 1964 
and was appointed by President Lyndon B. Johnson. When

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announced that we could expect to see articles on the Mint 
Version of the History of the Silver Dollar, series of articles 
on ancient numismatics and Numismation. Numismation is a 
creation of Coin World and it is an eight page pamphlet for 
the beginning coin collector.

It is my pleasure to report that we have received in dona- 
tion a copy of the book “So-Called Dollars” by Messrs. Harold 
E. Hibler and Charles V. Kappen. If the number of queries 
about this volume is any indication, the many members of 
our Society will want to personally thank Les Cassidy, SDNS 
No. 522, for this excellent donation. Mr. Cassidy is a partner 
in the C and C Coins on E Street here in San Diego. 

For several years I have heard some of our members talk- 
ing about “Kenny” and the So-Called Dollars he wrote about. 
Perhaps now we will have a new name in our vocabulary. 
The new Hibler—Kappen volume on the subject is now in 
our library, and it looks like it has had much work to de- 
velop another of the monumental reference texts. This work 
is published by the Coin and Currency Institute. The prices 
quoted in this work have stirred a bit of discussion among the 
many collectors of this material, but I do not seem to see too 
much agreement on which are too high prices and which are 
too low—just that all the collectors disagree in general. The 
book itself is divided into four general sections, with some 
subdivisions. The four sections include: Commemorative and 
Exposition medals of national significance; Commemorative 
and Exposition medals of local significance; Monetary and 
Miscl. medals; Unique and near Unique issues; and the Ap- 
pendix containing the cross index of the Kenney listings with 
the Hibler-Kappen listings. In each of the sections, except the 
appendix, the authors have presented a picture of each medal 
and provided one or more paragraphs of historical data about 
its striking and about its rarity. 

In reading this volume, one thought struck me—do all of 
the pieces rate the descriptions of Very Rare, Rare and Etc., 
as they are given in this book? I am reminded of the many 
auction catalogs listing every coin over $40.00 as being rare, 
even though some have no such claim to fame. The discussions 
of many of our members and friends who seem to disagree 
so strongly with the pricing would tend to give credence to 
this thought of mine—or am I the only one who noticed this?

Our book of the Month this time is one we reported re- 
ceiving several months ago, and have not yet presented as 
discussion topic. The volume is “Gold Coins of the World” by 
Robert Friedberg.

Most of 
the volume is prepared in four languages for the benefit of 
the readers in the many countries around the world. The 
nearly 390 pages are packed with actual size illustrations of 
coins of the many countries of the world, and some informa- 
tion about each. The author has pulled together in this one 
work, enough data and information to allow a researcher in 
gold monies to identify whatever pieces he may have an inter- 
est in, and allow him to start off in his studies without a lot 
of wasted motion. In listing and identifying such a magnitude 
of coins, the author had little space for much history or other 
background information. 


This work will be of benefit to others not particularly inter- 
ested in the gold coins as it illustrates sovereign money de- 
signs often carried over to the other non-gold coinage of the 
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country. One area of the book particularly to my liking is the 
coinage prior to 1800. This era is particularly hard to find in 
most of the current books available, as many of our readers 
well know. Summed up, this book will, in my opinion, become 
another in the growing list of all-time classic reference works 
of numismatiscs. 


Since all you readers will be reading this just a day or two 
before the May meeting of our club, you may like the follow- 
ing ideas for a starter on your display thinking...

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Looking Backward 


Numismatics is progressing and making huge strides 
forward. Old clubs are growing bigger and new ones 
Spring up every month. Conventions grow bigger if 
not better. There are nearly as many dealers as 
collectors, and coins are bought and sold today 
like stocks and bonds onthe. stock exchange. It 
may be progress, and maybe we should look forward 
to further progress, and new goals in the future. 


But maybe, on the other hand, there has been too 
much progress in too short a time, and it might be 
well to pause a moment and look backward instead 
of forward. It is so easy to be so intent on the 
present that we forget the work and the efforts of 
those who made what we have today possible, and 
even forget the names and faces of those who were 
our friends and our colleagues a decade ago. Let's 
look back through the pages of the San Diego Numis- 
atic Society Bulletin for 1954, That’s only ten 


years, which is not such a long time, if you say 
it fast, 


There were 125 names on the roster in 1954, less 
than a third of whom are on the list today. Miss- 
ing are such names as Gene Johnston, James & Eula 
Crouthamel, Elise Wallace, Olav Berghli, Atwood 
MacDonald, Emil Johnson and Earl Parker, just to 
name a few. Their names, and others, now missing 
appeared regularly in the Bulletin. 


Frenchy Vigneault was President in 1954, He is 
still around, a bit greyer, and not so active as 
formerly. A fellow named Jones was Secretary, the 
first of many positions he has filled, and only re- 
cently departed for bigger things as Staff Member 
of Coin World. Editor of the Bulletin was Tom Ward 
in the fifth of ten years in that capacity. We 
placed second for Clas A clubs in National Coin 
week that year. Doc Wallace headed County Fair Ex- 
hibits, and there were ribbons for everybody. We 
held the anniversary dinner on June 7th, and that 
year, we invited che California State Numismatic 
Association to San Diego for 1955, 


[he inimitable style of Tom Ward in reporting the 
activities of members in the Bulletin was largely 
responsible for the fact that 52 of our members 
were from outside San Diego. Do you remember the 
following items? 


January, 1954--"When discussing his German crowns, 
Frank Hernandez asked Ed Memel to correct 
his pronunciation of German words. Come 
to think of it, the S.D.N.S. has quite a 
few linguists. Among them, we can under- 
stand French, Swedish, Spanish, Italian, 
German and Latin," 


And Doc Ray Wilson speaks fluent Canadian. 


February, 1954--"Doc Wallace, who did the auction- 
eering, said that the flowers would perk 
up again, although they showed some wilt- 
ing due to the hot air. We guess he meant 
the hot air of the heating system, and did 
not intend fo slander the speakers." 
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March, 1954 -"Major Charley Kappen writes us that 
he is having the S.D.N.S. Bulletin bound 
in "Washable Morocco." Sounds Like Major 
Charley thinks the Bulletin is likely to 
need cleaning." 


Maybe he is right. 


June, 1954 -- "It wasn't the hypnotist who put Sam 
Chamberlain to sleep. This can happen any- 
time without a hypnotist being present." 


July, 1954 -- "When Lew Panosh drew the question 
requiring him to name two years in which 
no Buffalo nickels were struck, he named 
1795 and 1796, 


November, 1954 --"No matter what coin auctioneer 
Lew Walrath put up for sale, he could al- 
ways be sure of Charlie Leuschner's stan- 
dard starting bid, "Two bits",

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From the Bookshelf -- 


Last month, our column did not get into print when 
the memoership listing was included inthe Bulletin, 
This month, we have some more additions to the Lib- 
rary shelves to recognize. First off is the binding 
of two books of our Bulletins, bringing this pro- 
ject to 1962 and current. We also received from 
Mr. Eugene Cooper, SDNS No, 204, some back-issues 
of the Scrapbook Magazine, and from Mr. Irving 
Knickerbocker, SDNS No. 50, some back-issues of the 
Numismatist, Scrapbook Magazine, and other assort- 
ed numismatic periodicals. We wish to extend our 
thanks to these gentlemen for these donations, 


In the May Issue of this column, we mentioned the 
receipt of another of the volumes periodically pub- 
lished by the American Numismatic Society, This 
month, we have chosen this volume to review. The 
volume is most interesting to me, but I fear for 
the interest of many of our readers. The volume is 
Numismatic monograph No, 151: ORICHALCUM AND RE- 
LATED ANCIENT ALLOYS, by Mr. Earle R. Caley. L 
gather from what was in the volume that Mr. Caley 
was (or is) either a chemist or a metallurgist, for 
otherwise he would be unable to write such a tech- 
nical and detailed analysis of the subject. In 
Case you are wondering, Orichalcum is (or maybe we 
should say was) an alloy of copper, zinc, tin, lead 
and whatever else happened to be in the ore, The 
percentages of the various elements in the ores of 
the coins varied from time to time, and place to 
place, and for the many reasons which you wil dis- 
cover when you read the _ book, The two principle 
ingredients in this mintmaster's brew were copper 
(71% to 91%) and zinc (8% to 29%). The other metals 
took from 1% to about 5%. How this came about and 
what Mr. Caley thinks of some of the work done by 
other researchers in the past is of much interest 
to me, and must of his discussion will be of in- 
terest to the members who collect ancients and 
antiques. Of specific interest to the collectors 
of the period from Augustus through Commodus in the 
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Roman Empire, will be the tables of metal content 
found throughout the book. To the thoughtful engi- 
neer, these tables tell a real story, and likewise 
it can to a numismatist,. The cahpter on the manu- 
facture of Orichalcum is quite revealing as is the 
one "Orichalcum Objects and Modern Forgeries," The 
Author has included plenty of tables to make his 
points in every chapter and does an excellent job 
of making such a technical subject interesting. I 
am accustomed to reading "far out" technical paper 
and this one is as easy to read as any I have seen 
but some of our members will not be finding this 
volume as interesting as the latest issue of the 
Numismatist, 


The month of July has several events of real in- 
terest in terms of finding a subject for display. 
In fact, there are so many that I will not include 
any in this month's column,

July Speaker 


Our July speaker, Richard Martin, briefly explain- 
ed the use of the Teletype system which many coin 
investors are utilizing in today's heavy coin mar- 
ket. This machine does not sell any more coins, 
but perhaps more speedily enables a person to ob- 
tain a rare coin, or by the same token sell one 
he no longer wants or needs. 


He also expressed the investor's opinion that in 
order for the youth of today, and the next genera- 
tion to have the joy of obtaining the "uncircula- 
ted" and "BU" coins that today's collectors enjoy, 
there must be the investor who retains these coins 
in quantity for release in future years. 


There was some partiality to U.S. coinage in the 
speaker's remarks, and some of his statements were 
taken as "digs'' by a few of the foreign and medal 
and token collectors.

In this volume, 96 pages, 8% x ll in 
size, printed in fairly small type, Mr. Burnie pro- 
vides us with about 8 pages of preliminary remarks 
and discussions, followed by many pages of detail 
descriptions relative to gold money. Mr. Burnie 
has essentially provided 88 pages of detail discus- 
sion of one phase of California history. Unfortu- 
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nately, this volume is not illustrated, All of the 
discussion of the coins seem quite clear to me, Our 
membership who have not seen some of these pieces 
will not find this volume too useful. The denomina- 
tions covered by this volume range from quarter 
dollars through one dollar, Tabulations indicate 
568 varieties, and 115 sub-varieties of these coins 
for a grand total of 683 varieties, This should 
give our minute variety fiends plenty of detail to 
dig. In the supplemental section are chapters on 
Alaskan gold, the gold of several individual wes- 
tern states, British Columbia and Louisiana, There 
is a section on token series, and one of "So-Called 
Dollars." For a book on California gold, it covers 
@ lot of territory. One of our members who heard 
that this book was coming has already reserved it 
for checkout this month -- how many more want it? 


Naturally, our displays this month will cover the 
ANA convention, Another idea could be Jewish money 
in recognition of the five Jewish holidays that I 
see on my calendar, The Medals of President Taft 
and the medals of World War II (V-J Day) will also 
make appropriate September displays-esee you on the 
14th of September.

THE HANDY & HARMAN SILVER DISC 
by Ken Hedges, SDNS #627 


Numismatics is full of little mysteries, and often 

all it takes to supply some missing information is 

a simple inquiry. A case in point is the Handy and 

Harman silver disc, illustrated here, This interest- 
ing piece first came to my attention in mid-1961 

when it appeared on a well-known dealer's list. Upon 

receiving a specimen of the disc, the writer en- 

deavored to discover the reasons for its existence. 

It was known that the disc originated in Canada, so 

a letter was addressed to the Chamber of Commerce in 
Ottawa, and was referred by them to Handy and Harman 
of Canada Limited. Handy & Harman produced precious 

metals for industrial purposes, has offices in Mon- 

treal, Toronto, and in El Monte, California, The 

story behind the silver disc is found in this quota- 

tion from a letter dated August 16, 1961, from a Mr. 

D. M. Burpee, Assistant Managing Director of Handy & 
Harman of Canada Limited: 


"A couple of years ago when it was legally possible 
for American citizens to purchase and hold fine gold 
in Canada, we were approached by many collectors for 
gold in circular disc form. Upon receiving the gold 
a few of these collectors then decided they would 
like some silver discs as well and we did supply two 
or three hundred at that time. These discs weighed 
one ounce, and were stamped with the silver fineness 
and our triangular trademark. They have no historic 
significance and we are surprised that they would be 
of interest to collectors" 
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As can be seen from the illustration, in addition to 
the weight, fineness, and Handy & Harman trademark, 
the silver disc also bears a serial number, in this 
case, 452, The mintage of these pieces evidently was 
not very large, but it was and still is unrestricted 
for in 1961 in the same letter from which the above 
quotation is taken, Mr. Burpee noted that the firm 
still was willing to fabricate this disc in lots of 
ten or more, at a price of $2.50 to $3.00 each, de- 
pending on the quantity. In view of the present sil- 
ver market, the price of such discs would doubtless 
be somewhat higher today, but to the firm of Handy & 
Harman, the silver disc remains simply a bullion- 
piece, with "no historical significance." With this 
latter statement, the writer cannot agree, for, if 
nothing else, the silver disc is a memento of the 
time when the American collector could legally hold 
gold in bullion form, and the story behind the piece 
certainly makes if “of interest to collectors.” 


The Handy & Harman silver disc is 36mm in diameter, 
and 2.5mm thick, the same size as a Canadian dollar 
and contains, as stamped on its face, 1.00 ounces of 
-999+ fine silver. The reverse is entirely blank, 
and the edge is plain. That is all there is to the 
story and through the courtesy of a Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce, and an officer of the producing firm, 
the story of this Handy & Harman silver disc is now 
added to the growing body of numismatic knowledge.

made special mention of the outstanding display of ex- 
hibits this year, There were over 100 bourse dealers 

and over 110 exhibits (utilizing over 500 cases) in a 

well-ventilated, well-lighted area, There were more 

medals and tokens displayed this year, indicative of 

the fact that more attention is being given to this 

phase of numismatics, 


Lew also elaborated on the drive to establish a fund 
to build a National A.N,A headquarters, in a central- 
ly located site, Chambers of Commerce of several mid- 
western states have offered donations of acreage and 
assistance in construction of such a headquarters, 

Places mentioned as possible locations were Wichita : 
Sans; Tulsa, Okla.; Kansas City and Oklahoma City,and 
the current goal is $250,000.00 At present, the ANA 
officials are widely scattered over the United States, 
and a headquarters of this type would enable the ANA 
to group their offices in one location. A.N.A. mem- 
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bers are urged to make their contribution, and not 
feel that a small contribution would not be appre- 
ciated. So put your dollar, or dollars toward this 
fund if you too feel these offices should be in one 
centrally located headquarters, 


Lew closed his report by saying that his attendance 
at this last convention "Sorta scared me", when he 
realizes that this is an undertaking we are faced 
with in 1968, It is big, and is getting bizger all 
the time, and we have quite a major project in that 
we will be the Host City before too much longer, It 
is something we should all bear in mind.

A literary contribution by Lew Panosh in the July 
issue of the Bulletin, "Looking Backward", brought 
about the re-reading of old Bulletins the other day 
and the following, which is an excerpt from the Feb- 
ruary, 1955 Bulletin, is offered for your digestion: 


" THE SAN FRANCISCO MINT IS CLOSING --- 


For some time there has been a rumor to this 
effect, and it now is definite, Doc Wallace 
discussed this at our last meeting, and read 
a letter he received from the Director, The 
present program calls for the striking of 
cents and dimes only; until April, when the 
mint will be "moth-balled", Various protests 
have been made by Californians, and Doc sug- 
gested our writing to officials and congress- 
men to ask that at least a complete series of 
1955 coins be struck. Among the reasons given 
for the mint'’s closing is that coins can be 
made cheaper and more efficiently at Denver 
and Philadelphia; and that new fast machi- 
nery has resulted in an over supply of coins" 


It is the last sentence that makes it an item of 
interest at this particular time......... 
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“Ed’’ sez .::. 


Anything you read now about the A,N,A. show will no 

doubt sound repetitious as it is well over a month 

since this show was held in Cleveland, and since we 

saw so many things and places after we left the con- 
vention city, I no doubt will forget a few things I

Fran- 

cis Jones, now a resident of Ohio, was wailing be- 

cause he had to stay in a Motel 18 miles from the

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“COUNTING THE CONTENTS OF THE AMERICAN TREASURY" 


An article edited by GARY BEALS, Staff Writer 
for INTERCOIN, official publication of the Inter- 
national Numismatic Society of San Diego. 


The following article, from a British Variety 
newspaper called TIT-BITS, appeared in print first 
on August 18, 1888. We believe it will appeal to 
anyone who ever pondered the problem of counting 
$155,000,000. in coin. We do not believe 76 years 
have destroyed the article's interest, and we pre- 
sent it excluSively to the readers of this bulletin 
in it*s original form. 

In February of the present year (1888), a change 
was made in the United States Treasury, and, as is 
customary, the whole of the gold and silver, total 
of about $155,000,000.00 dollars, contafned in the 
vaults, had to be counted, This work commenced on 
February 29, and was finished on May 10, and the 
following particulars of the methods employed will 
no doubt be read with interest.... 


The large space or vault devoted to the purpose 
is partitioned off into twelve distinct compartment 
which contain the sum of $40,000,000. dols. in sil- 
ver coins, varying in size from 1 dol. to 10 cent 
pieces, although largely composed of the first de- 
nomination, of which the official ledger called for 
29,597,000 on the opening day of the account. The 
appearance of the silver vaults with their valuable 
contents is regularity personified. The coins, care- 
fully packed in strongly-made canvas bags, 1,000 
dols. to the bag, irrespective of the size of the 
pieces contained, and weighing a fraction less than 
60 lbs each, are piled up from the sides of each 


compartment, converging in te form of a pyramid to- 


wards the centre, where the topmost bags touch the 
ceiling. 


The compartments are not all alike in dimensions 
but are all full to the very limit of utmost capa- 
city, holding within their massive sides 40,000,090 
dols, of silver broken up into 40,000 bacs. [he 
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method employed in the counting involves nicety of 
weighing balance, careful watching, and severe man- 
ual labour, and can only be conducted at what must 
appear to the uninitiated to be a slow rate of pro- 
gress, The necessary appliances for the counting, 
both clerical and mechanical, are as follows.... 


A perfectly balanced coin scale, regulated to the 
fraction of an ounce; 18 sturdy labourers to per- 
form the heavy handling, two weighers, three talley 
men, and a score of watchers. To facilitate the 
labour of recounting, an outer vault is always left 
unoccupied, at which point the work commences, the 
scale being placed in the narrow passageway between 
the vacant vault and full apartment next in range, 
At this point, midway between the compartments, the 
bags of coin are weighed in transit, so to speak, 
being dragged from the old resting place to the 
scales and off again to a position in the vacant 
room, which now becomes a vault until the next offi- 
cial counting, whenever that may be; so on through 
the entire range of vaults, until the work is com- 
pleted. 


The counting is by weight----a baz contains only 
perfect coins being used as the standard; and when 
for any reason a bag falls short of this test bal- 
ance, it is set aside and counted over, piece by 
piece. Slight shortage, necessitating a special 
Counting of the coins themselves, is the result of 
bags bursting sufficiently to admit the slipping 
out of a few coins. Upon the complete emptying of 
any one compartment, all these loose coins are care- 
fully collected, weighed and added to the tally 
list. This form of breakage is frequent and mater- 
ially retards the progress of the count. 


The above brief outline of the main features of 
the silver counting can give but a Little idea of 
the extent of the work and the many elements of 
cifficulty and hardship surrounding its performance. 
[he daily labour begins at 8:30 A.M,, and is cCon- 
tinued under almost stifling atmospheric conditions 
and by the dim light of three gas jets until five 
o'clock in the afternoon when the long-shoremen em- 
ployed for the purpose of handling emerge from the 
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scene of their labours. The handling of 2,000,000, 
dols. worth of silver represents a uay'‘s work, 
We can suppose that the counting of the treasury's 
contents no longer takes place under the light of 
gas jets, However, it is a little frightening to 
consider that at the counting rate mentioned in the 
last sentence of the article above, it would take 
only a day and a half to count the American coffers 
of silver dollars. 
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A.N.A, SIDE LIGHT --- 


The first night of the convention, Harvey Rose lost 
a two and one-half gold peso off a tie clip he has, 
In such a large place, with so many people, Harvey 
figured it was gone, Friday moening in an elevator 
two gentlemen discussed a "little gold coin" one of 
them, a non-numismatist, had found outside his door 
the night before. The other gentleman, a numisma- 
tist, offered to take the first man into the 8ourse 
Room and see if they could locate someone who knew 
something about the coin, They stopped at tte table 
of Neil Utberg who thought he recognized the coin 
as Harvey's, so directed them to the Rose's Bourse 
table, It turned out to be the lost coin, and now 
Harvey's faith in people is renewed, Who would ever 
think that with all those people, and all the coins 
that a small item like this would find its way back 
to its owner?

FROM THE BOOKSHELF... 


This month we are preparing the column several days 
ahead of our meeting since our deadline to the Editor 
is the day of the meeting, We start off this time with 
a discussion of "Coins of the World", by R.A.G, Carson 
Mr. Carson prepared a book of some 642 pages, and 64 
pages of plates. He covers a discussion of money from 
the beginning of coinage in its early form to the pre- 
sent in all areas of the world. He provides us with a 
synoptic discussion of each area and/or country of the 
world. He has done an excellent job of covering such a 
vast area of numismatics in such short space of pages. 
To do this he has of necessity, Limited his discussion 
in most cases, to a generalized discussion of types of 
money. In reading the book, I have been amazed at the 
completeness and scope of his discussions. To be sure 
none of his discussions are particularly deep. Because 
of this shallowness many readers do not like his work. 
However, I feel that his work is better than our own 
contemporary writers in the U.S., who have written on 
U. 3. coins. Mr. Carson did not try to catalog every 
coin in the world that was ever struck. This task he 
leaves to specialists in each of the many individual 
areas, For a real reference work for the advance stu- 
dent of numismatics, archeology, and history, his is a 
most suitable and excellent book, If any of our mem- 
bers check this book out, they cannot expect to read it 
entirely in the one month normal checkout time for our 
books. I feel, instead, that the book will be destred 
for our people to read only sections that each person 
would be interested in.

If you were not one of the nearly 2,900 persons who 
wandered through the Century Room at the El Cortez 
Hotel's Convention Center on the 16th, 17th and 18th 
of October, you most assuredly missed a very nice 
Coinarama, 


This was the Seventh Annual Coinarama, and was the 
first time that the San Diego County Inter-Club 
Numismatic Council had sponsored a three-day show, 
The event opened at 12:00 on Friday, October 16th 
and came to an end at 6:00 P.M, on Sunday, 


During this period, there were approximately 1,800 
persons registered, and over 200 children under the 


age of twelve were allowed to enter without paid reg- 
istration, The fifteen Coin Clubs in San Diego Coun- 
ty worked closely together, to present this large 
gathering of dealers, exhibitors, and an auction to 
tne members of their respective clubs, as well as to 
the general public. 


Our own Society was in charge of the Registration un- 
der the Chairmanship of our president, Al Baber, As 
well as this year being a "first" for a 3-day show, 
it was also the first time that all persons were re- 
quired to pay to register, therefore, we have an ac- 
tual count of the attendance.

Francis first became interested in numismatics in

By-Laws Revisions 


As previously printed in the November Bulletin, your 
By-Laws Committee has submitted proposed amentments 

to the By-Laws, which were read at the November meet- 
ing, are printed here, and will be voted upon at the 

December meeting. The changes are as follows: 


Change title of Article 2, “DUES” to read: 
"DUES /REINSTATEMENT" 


Remove Section 2, from Article 2, under "DUES", which 
relates to dues of new members, who join on or after 
LLY. This matter to be entered under Article 2, 
which relates to application for membership. 


New Section 2, Article 2, to read as follows: 


A member delinquent in his dues after March 1 of each 
calendar year may be restored to active membership 
any time during the current year by payment of cur- 
rent years dues. 


Delinquent members, removed from the active roster of 
the Society for more than one (1) year, may be rein- 
stated, and former membership number restored, upon 
payment of current dues, and the registration fee of 
one dollar ($1.00). 


Under Article 3, "APPLICATION FOR MEMBERSHIP", to add 
following sub-sections to Section 2; 


a. "A registration fee of one dollar ($1.00) and an- 
nual dues of three dollars ($3.00) shall accompany 
each adult application for membership. A registration 
fee of fifty cents (50¢), and the annual dues of one 
dollar ($1.00) shall accompany each junior applica- 
tion for membership." 


b. "If the application for membership occurs on or 
after 1 July of the calendar year, the fee for annual 
dues shall be reduced fifty percent (50%); ie, $1.50 
for adults and 50¢ for Juniors. The registration fee 
of $1.00 for adults and 50¢ for Juniors will remain 
unchanged and this fee, as appropriate, shall accom- 
pany each mid-year application, in addition to the 
schedule of dues."

Delete Section 4, Article 3, in its entirety and re- 
place with the following: 


"Objections to an applicants petition for membership 
may be made by any member in good standing, and sub- 
mitted, in written form, to the Secretary, Written 
objections shall contain sufficient information to en- 
able the Membership Committee to make an impartial and 
just investigation of the applicant, Upon completion 
of investigation, a full report of the membership com- 
mittees findings shall be forwarded to the Executive 
Board for their review. If the charges and objections 
filed are found to be invalid by this Board, the Ap- 
plicant shall be accepted for membership, and the Sec- 
retary duly notified of the Board's ruling, 


If these objections and charges made are found to be 
against the good order, objectives and goals of the 
Society, the applicant shall be so informed, 


The applicant shall also be informed that he may ap- 
peal the Boards decision, and any such appeal must be 
made within thirty (30) days. In case of appeal, the 
applicant shall appear before the Executive Board at 
its next regularly scheduled meeting.

FROM THE BOOKSHELF... 


This month we report the purchase by the Club of: two 
books----- "Roman Coins" by Harold Mattingly, and "A 
Survey of Primitive Money", by A Hingston Quiggin. 
In addition, we have received from Dr. Ray H. Wilson 
SDNS No. 90, an assortment of publications, includ- 
ing some additional volumes of Coin Collectors Jour- 
nal. We wish to express our thanks to Dr. Wilson for 
this fine gift. Another donor has added a copy of 
"The Handbook of United States Coins" by R.S Yeoman. 
To this fine gentleman, we say thanks. 


Our book for perusal this month is "Roman Coins", by 
Mattingly, as mentioned above. This book is now out 
of print, of course. Mr. Mattingly has written sev- 
eral books on Roman Coins over a period of years and 
has demonstrated himself to be an acknowledged auth- 
ority on the subject. In this book he discusses for 
the reader a part of numismatic history of the Roman 
Republic. Also included is a section about their 
chronology and mints. He then discusses more speci- 
fically the Roman Republican coinage, its types and 
legends. He covers religious, personal, historical, 
architecture,art,animate and inaminate object types. 
He has an interesting chapter on coinage in the gen- 
eral life of the Roman Republic. He then discusses 
Imperial Rome and its monetary systems in two sepa- 
rate sections in the book. In the first section, on 
the Empire, he covers from Augustus to Diocletian. 
In the second section of the Empire, he covers Dio- 
cletian to Romulus Augustulus. In these two sections 
on the Empire, Harold Mattingly covers them with es- 
pentially the same style as he did the Roman Repub- 
Lic. He provides a historical survey, a discussion 
of the monetary system, discussion of the mint autho- 
rities, chronology, and their mints. In the last 
part of the book he has 64 pages of illustrations on 
the many coins discussed, tabulated and described in 
the first 300 pages. For our readers who wish more 
specific knowledge, several pages of bbliography are 
provided.

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FROM THE BOOKSHELF... 


We report the receipt, from Mr. Irving Knickerbocker, 
SDNS #50, of an assortment of numismatic literature 
and catalogs, including a copy of "An Illustrated 
History of U. S. Coins," by A. Kosoff, a copy of Neil 
Utberg, a first book on "Mexican Money," (undated), 
a copy of U. S. Paper Money, Old Series," by F. A. 
Limpert and "U. S. Copper Cents", by H. Newcomb. 


Our book for discussion this month is "A Survey of 
Primitive Money" by A. Hingston Quiggin. This book is 
one of two volumes in my own personal library, which 
deals completely with what we call "Odd and Curious" 
money. This book, of course by its nature, does not 
go too deeply into the money of any one area. However 
the author seems to cover, at least in summary form, 
the entire world on 344 pages. Beyond these pages are 
36 pages of photographs and maps. In many sections of 
this book I get the feeling the author summarizes the 
writing and reports of missionaries and scientists, 
who are travelling and working in the various regions 
of the world. In addition to some of the things that 
we commonly see in the categories of the Odd and Cur- 
ious money, many other pieces of money we seldom see 
are described and often illustrated in this book. The 
salt blocks used for money in Abyssinia and in other 
places, the many types of cloth and fabric money are 


some of these strange moneys. Assorted varieties of 
stone money, money teeth, and other parts of animals 
used, are nicely described. In the first 44 pages, 


the author covers definitions, classifications, the 
use of various shells and beads. Starting from there 
the author has sections on Asia, Oceania, Africa, 
Europe and the Western Hemisphere. There are some 

143 sketches used throughout the book to’ supplement 
the photographic plates. 


This was indeed a most interesting book when I first 
read it a couple of years ago. After the Club pur- 
chased this volume, I have re-examined it and find it 
still interesting. In the time that I have had this 
book, it has been useful both with my own collection, 
and in assisting others to identify various objects. 


For learning about the beginning of money in the 
sundry parts of the world, this book is an ex- 
tremely interesting place to start reading. 


In January we must provide two displays. One for 
our January meeting on the llth, and one for our 
Annual Dinner on the Ll6th. One event every 4th 
January since the ''Lame Duck'' amendment has been 
the inauguration of the presidents of the United 
States. A display of presidential medals and of 
presidents on our money would be appropriate for 
both meetings.

High light of the evening was’ the "Numismatics as a 
Hobby" talk given by our Society's very learned num- 
ismatist, Lew Panosh. According to Lew, numismatists

This month we acknowledge the receipt of the American 
Numismatic Society Museum Notes XI. This volume comes 
as part of our membership in the American Numismatic 
Society. When I have had an opportunity to read this 
volume, I will comment more on it. A donation was re- 
ceived from our Secretary, Mr. Lester Peich. It was 

the Annual Report of the Director of the Mint, fiscal 
year ending 30 June, 1962. We wish to express appre- 
ciation and thanks to Mr. Peich for this volume. 


In last months column, we acknowledged the receipt of 
a copy, by Club purchase, of "Counterfeit Gold Coins" 
by Alfred Dieffenbacker. In this volume, Mr. Deiffen- 
backer presented a well-illustrated documentation of 
the counterfeit gold coin issues of France, Germany, 
Great Britain, Switzerland and U.S. For each counter- 
feit of a coin, the author has used four pages of pic- 
tures, and text to describe in detail the differences 
between genuine and counterfeit. The volume is writ- 
ten in English and German text. All of the coins are 
illustrated in twice-size photos with extreme enlarge- 
ments of small details. In the enlargements of small 
details, the author has pointed out the specific and 
key points of the design which will distinguish the 
genuine from the counterfeit. Our first member to exa- 
mine the book after it was brought to the cabinet was 
interested in 20 dollar gold pieces. There were quite 
a few in this series for him to see. The volume is a 
loose-leaf notebook type, and to my mind, should be a 
possession of every gold collector. In the initial 
work, only 180 coins were covered. The author has in- 
serted a coupon page, through the use of which addi- 
tional pages concerning some 300 more gold coin coun- 
terfeits can be obtained as supplements. These supple- 
ments are available at the rate of $.70 for each coin. 
Undoubtedly a number of our members who purchased the 
volume will also subscribe to the supplements.

FROM THE BOOKSHELF... 


In last months column, we acknowledged receipt of the 
American Numismatic Society's Museum Notes XI. Having 
read a good portion of this volume, skipping all tabu- 
lations, charts and similar data presentation, I found 
this to be a volume of considerable variety of inter- 
ests, Under the heading of Ancient, this volume con- 
tains twelve articles. Of these twelve articles, two 
are by Otto Morkholm and two are by Margaret Thompson, 
as well as articles by 0.H. Dodson, and W. P. Wallace, 
Alfred Bellinger and others. Most of these names will 
be familiar to readers of this column, In the section 
covering Medieval and Modern are five articles by five 
different authors, Mr. Bellinger being the most well- 
known author. 


In this section, the one article most recognizable to 

our members will be that by H. Enno Van Gelden, "A Pro- 
visional List of Dutch Lion-dollars". In the Oriental 

section are six articles, one of which is by George C. 

Miles some of whose other works we have in the library. 
Of the six articles the most interesting to me was the 

article by Werner Burger wherein he describes the Man- 

chu Inscriptions of Chinese Cash Coins. In the section 

on United States of American Money, there is only one 

article, written by Eric P. Newman. Mr. Newman wrote 

about the James II 1/24 Real, for the American Planta- 

tions. Under another section titled "Methods", Mr.Paul 

Bedoukian writes the only article. Paul's article con- 
cerns the use of aluminum foil impressions for numisma- 
tic study. This book was indeed interesting to me as I 

enjoy reading numismatic articles. I found some of the 

sections lacking interest as pure reading material be- 

cause of the numerous pages of tabulations, following 

extremely short introductions. However, our readers 

wanting to research a coin will find them useful. The 

volume is illustrated with 59 plates of photos, anda 

large foldout chart to help give the reader a clear un- 
derstanding of the author's discussion. In general sum- 
mation, the book is of particular interest to our ser- 

ious numismatists in the area of Ancient, Medieval and 

Oriental coins, with a touch of American Colonial and 

Modern.

FROM THE BOOKSHELF 


Our Library acknowledges receipt of two additions this 
month. The first is ANS Numismatic Notes and Monographs 
No. 152, "The Barbaric Temissis in Spain, and Southern 
France, Anastasius to Leovigild" by Wallace J. Tomasini 
and the second addition to our Library are some _ addi- 
tional slides which were obtained through the courtesy 
of the Long Island Coin dealer, Mr.Richard Picker. This 
addition consists of twenty slides of ten most beauti- 
ful coins. We wish to express our thanks to Mr. Picker 
for his part in our obtaining these slides. 


Our book of the month is one which I have been reading 

with great interest. This book concerns coins struck 

in the period from 373 to about 518 A.D. The Tremissis 

is a denomination about equivalent to a 3-as Roman 

piece. This part of ancient coinage has considerable 

assorted hypothesis concerning location of mints, iden- 
tification of mints, and types of coins struck in each 

mint. In this book, Mr. Tomasini attempts to organize 

these various theories, identifications, and attribu- 

tions. The author goes back into early history to es- 

tablish the basis for his development of chronology in 

establishing the attribution and identification as he 

proceeds into the coinage discussions. He divides his 

coins into a number of groups’ in which he discusses 

the coins as a group. His analysis of these groups 

covers some 80 pages, which follow about 90 pages of 

preliminaries. He then finishes off his text with ten 
pages relating Visigothic Art and Numismatics. Follow- 
ing this are 120 pages of detailed coin identification 
and 35 pages of photos of coins. This is an area of 

ancient coinage of which I have seen. very little in 
our Club. The few collectors we have of ancient coins 

seem to work and collect to more central Roman issues. 

I hope they will not pass this book up in theis numis- 

matic studies. 


For coming exhibit ideas in May, we have the old tra- 
dition of May Day. This same day, however, by presi- 
dential proclamation is Loyalty Day and Law Day. It 
is also Lei Day; the beginning of International Labor 


Days; Old Dover Days; American Camping Week; Nation- 
al Mental Health Week; American Comedy Week; and for 
a real bloody one, National Hemophilia Week. These 
are just a few of the 31 special observances in the 
month of May.

CONSTITUTION 
NAME AND OBJECT 


The name of this organization shall be the San Diego Numismatic Society, 
hereinafter referred to as the Society. 


The object of the Society shall be to promote, develop and foster numis- 
matics in all its branches along educational, historical and scientific 
lines, and to provide opportunities for good fellowship. The Society 
shall also promote coin collecting among the general public. The Society 
may acquire a library of numismatic literature for the use of its mem- 
bers, and may form and maintain a cabinet of numismatic specimens. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Any person of good character who is interested in the objects and acti- 
vities of the Society, and who agrees to abide by its rules shall be 
eligible for membership. 


The membership of the Society shall consist of Active members, Junior 
members and Honorary members. 


a. Active members shall be those persons eighteen (18) years of age 
or over. They shall have the right to vote and to hold office as 
hereinafter provided. 


b. Junior members shall be those persons who have not reached their 
eighteenth (18th) birthday. They shall not have the right to vote 
or to hold an office except that of Junior Vice President. They 
may participate in auctions only when they have written consent of 
a parent or guardian, or the sponsorship of an adult member. 


c. Honorary members shall be those persons whom the Society deems worthy 
of snecial recognition for seryvic.:;s rendered in the cause of numisma- 
tics. Such recognition may be granted for a single service or a 
series of services rendered over a period of time. 


No member in good standing shall be denied access to the membership 
roster. 


OFFICERS 
The following elective officers shall be chosen from the active mem- 
bership in good standing: a President, a Vice-President, a Secretary, 


a Treasurer, and five (5) members of the Executive Board. No member 
shall hold two offices concurrently.

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OFFICERS (continued) 


A Junior Vice President shall be elected from the Junior members of 
the Society. 


The five (5) members of the Executive Board shall be elected for a 
period of three (3) years each; two members to be elected each year 
for two years, and one member to be elected every third year. 


The elective officers shall be chosen by ballot at the December meet- 
ing and shall serve for a period of one (1) year, or until their 
successors have been duly elected and installed. 


Appointive officers, chairmen of committees and committee members 
shall be appointed by the President as hereinafter provided, and 
shall serve for the calendar year, or until dismissed by the presi- 
dent. 


MEETINGS 


All regular meetings of the Society shall be held in metropolitan 
San Diego, on a date and a place and time deemed suitable to the needs 
and conveniences of a majority of the membership. 


Special meetings may be held at such time and place as the occasion 
may require, provided all members are duly notified. 


REVENUE 


The principal revenue of the Society shall be derived from dues and/or 
fees as may be provided by these By-laws. 


Other sources of revenue may be developed from activities of the Society. 


The revenues of the Society shall be solely for expenses incurred in the 
conduct of its meetings and activities and in promoting the objects of 
the Society as set forth heretofore. 


The Society shall be a non-profit organization with liquidation benefits 
going to another non-profit numismatic organization in the State of 
California, or in the United States. 


GOVERNMENT 


The governing power of the Society shall be vested in a body to be 
known as the Executive Board, which shall consist of the President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, immediate Past President and the 
five (5) elected members, each of whom shall have one vote. The Exe- 
cutive Board shall meet once each month and it may submit to each 
regular meeting a reading of the minutes of its proceedings. 


Any member in good standing may attend these Board meetings, and may 
participate in its discussions, but may not have a vote. 
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ARTICLE 6 GOVERNMENT (continued) 


Section 3. Any action of the Executive Board may be subject to review and revisions | 
by the Society as a whole at any regular meeting. The Board may refer 
any matter which it deems proper to the membership for action. 


PART II OPERATIONS 
ARTICLE 1 MEETINGS 


Section 1 Regular meetings of the Society shall be held on the first Monday of 
each month, or for special occasions or when holidays conflict, the 
meeting date may be changed by a majority vote at the Executive Board 
meeting, and notice thereof shall be given by the Secretary in writing 
at least seven (7) days before the date of said meeting. 


Section 2 Special meetings may be called by the President, or shall be called by 
the President upon the application of ten (10) members in good stand- 
ing, or by a majority vote of the members at a regular meeting. A 
notice stating the object of such meeting shall be delivered or mailed 
by the Secretary at least seven (7) days prior to the date of such 
meeting. Should the President fail to, or refuse to, call such meetings, 
or should thea Secretary fail to, or refuse to, notify the members, any” 
Active member in good standing may call the meeting upon giving notice 
thereof in the manner provided. 


Section 3 The Annual Meeting of the members of the Society shall be held in the 
month of January of each year. At this meeting, annual reports of the 
Officers of the Society, as well as Committee Reports, shall be received 
and new officers installed, unless a special meeting is called for that 
purpose. 
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Section At either a regular or a special meeting of the Society, the presence 
of twenty percent (20%) of the Active members of the Society in good 
standing shall be necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business, and any transaction at a meeting so constituted shall be 
valid provided the same be affirmatively determined upon by a majority 


or as may be otherwise specifically provided for. 


Section 5 At any regular or special meeting of the Society, each Active member 
present and in good standing, shall be entitled to one (1) vote. Vote 
by Proxy will not be accepted. 


ARTICLE 2 DUES /REINSTATEMENT 


Section 1 The dues of the Society shall be three dollars ($3.00) per year for 
- Active members, and one dollar ($1.00) per year for Junior members, 
payable in advance. 


Section 2. A member delinquent in his dues after March 1 of each calendar year 
may be restored to active membership any time during that current year 
by payment of current years dues. 


Delinquent members removed from the active roster of the Society for 
more than one (1) year may be reinstated (and former membership number 
restored), upon payment of current dues and the registration fee of 
one dollar ($1.00).

MEMBERSHIP 


It being one of the objectives of the Society to build a sizeable mem- 
bership of persons interested in numismatics, all applications for 
membership shall be accepted, except for reasonable cause. 


Application for active and junior membership may be submitted to the 
membership committee at any regular meeting. Applications for Junior 
membership must be signed by at least one parent. The Junior appli- 
cations shall contain parental consent for the Junior members to par- 
ticipate in the Auctions. 


a. A registration fee of one dollar ($1.00) and annual dues of three 
dollars ($3.00) shall accompany each adult application for member- 
ship. A registration fee of fifty cents (50¢) and the annual dues 
of one dollar ($1.00) shall accompany each Junior application for 
membership. 


b. If the application for membership occurs on or after 1 July of 
the calendar year, the fee for annual dues shall be reduced 50%; 
ie, $1.50 for adults and 50¢ for Juniors. The registration fee 
of $1.00 for adults and 50¢ for Juniors shall remain unchanged 
and this fee, as appropriate, shall accompany each mid-year appli- 
cation in addition to the schedule of dues. 


Application notice shall be made in the Bulletin. If no written ob- 
jections are received by the Secretary, applicants will become mem- 
bers without motion. 


Objections to an applicants petition for membership may be made by any 
member in good standing, and submitted in written form to the Secre- 
tary. Written objections shall contain sufficient information to 
enable the membership committee to make an impartial and just inves- 
tigation of the applicant. Upon completion of investigation, a full 
report of the membership committee's findings shall be forwarded to 
the Executive Board for their review. If the charges and objections 
filed are found to be invalid by this Board, the applicant shall be 


accepted for membership and the Secretary duly notified of the Board's 
ruling. 


If these objections and charges made are found to be against the good 
order, objectives and goals of the Society, the applicant shall be so 
informed. The applicant shall also be informed that he may appeal the 
Board's decision and such appeal must be made within thirty (30) days. 
In case of appeal, the applicant shall appear before the Executive 


Board at its next regularly scheduled meeting. 


Any monies paid shall be returned upon rejection of an application. 


Honorary members may be elected by a majority vote at any regular 
meeting of the Society. 


COMMITTEES 


The presiding officer of thé Society may appoint, from time to time, 
such committees and appointive officers as he may deem necessary or 
desireable, or as may be authorized by the Society. 
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ARTICLE 4 COMMITTEES (continued) 


Section 2 The following Officers shall be named by the President: 


Librarian-Curator; Parliamentarian-Historian, and Editor. 


Section 3 The regular standing committees of the Society shall be; 


Membership Committee of at least three (3) members. 
Program Committee, of at least three (3) members. 

Auction Committee, of at least two (2) members. 

Publicity Committee of at least three (3) members. 

Junior Committee, of at least five (5) adult mebmers who 
shall act as counselors for Junior members in the Society. 
f. National Coin Week committee, of at least two (2) members. 
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Section 4 An Audit Committee of at least three (3) members will be appointed 
at the December meeting to make an annual audit of the records and 
property of the Society. An Audit Committee may be appointed by the 
Presiding Officer at such other times as he deems necessary. 


Section 5. The Presiding Officer shall appoint at the October meeting a Nomi- 
nating Committee to consist of at least three (3) members in good 
standing. In addition, members of the Society, in good standing, 
may nominate from the floor at the October meeting, any additional 
members in good standing to serve on this nominating committee. The 
Presiding Officer may either appoint such additional nominees to the 
Committee, or they may be appointed by majority vote of the members 
present. The nominating committee shall render its report at the 
November meeting. 


ARTICLE 5 ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


Section l. After the report of the Nominating Committee at the November meeting, 
nominations from the floor will be in order. Nominations from the 
floor may also be made at the December meeting prior to the election 
of officers. A motion that nominations be closed may not be enter- 
tained by the Presiding Officer until the December meeting. A reason- 
able opportunity will be granted for all nominations to be made. Notice 
of all nominations shall be sent to all Active members at least seven 
(7) days before the December meeting. 


Section 2 Candidates nominated by the Nominating Committee, or from the floor, 
shall be elected separately by ballots cast by individual members 
present at the regular meeting in December. 


Section 3 The candidate for an office receiving a majority of the votes cast 

shall be declared elected. If there are more than two candidates for 

any one office, and none received a majority vote on the first ballot, 

a run-off shall be conducted between only the two highest candidates 

on the first ballot. 

Section 4 Officers thus duly elected to serve for the ensuing year shall be in- 
stalled at the January meeting, following election of officers, unless 
a special meeting is called for this purpose.

DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


PRESIDENT -- The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Society, and of the Executive Board. He shall decide all points of 
order; perform all other duties incidental to that office and such 
other duties as are prescribed from time to time by action of the 
members; appoint chairmen and all committees and appoint members to 
all regular and special committees, excepting when otherwise voted by 
the membership. The President shall be ex-officio member of all 
committees. The President shall vote on any issue only in case of a 
tie vote. In case of any vacancy in any office, the President shall 
have the power to appoint a successor to fill the unexpired term of 
such vacancy. The signature of the President, the Secretary and the 
Treasurer shall be filed with the bank with which the Society is cur- 
rently doing business, and any two signatures must appear on all 
checks and vouchers. 


VICE PRESIDENT -- The Vice President shall assume the duties of the 
president in his absence or inability to act; and he shall at all 
times aid and assist the President in the discharge of his duties. 


JUNIOR VICE PRESIDENT -- The Junior Vice President shall assist the 
President in his duties insofar as they pertain to the junior mem- 
bership. He shall particularly endeavor to aid and encourage the 
Junior Members to take part in club activities, making displays, etc. 


TREASURER -- The Treasurer shall receive, receipt for and account for 
all monies, securities and funds which are the property of the Society. 
He shall deposit all funds in the name of the Society only, in a bank, 
or banks, designated by the Executive Board. He shall disburse no 
money except by check or authorization of the Executive Board and/or 
the President. 


SECRETARY -- The Secretary shall keep a record in accurate and per- 
manent form of all meetings of the Society, and of meetings of the 
Executive Board. He shall be the custodian of all property of the 
Society not specifically held by other Officers of the Society. He 
will issue membership cards and keep an accurate record of all mem- 
bers. He will conduct all correspondence in behalf of the Society. 

He will send out notices for meeting. He will collect all dues and 
pay same to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor. He shall keep 
a record of all property of the Society. 


LIBRARIAN-CURATOR -- The Librarian-Curator shall have charge of the 
books, Papers, coins, medals, etc., which the Society now owns or may 
acquire, and shall provide access thereto to the members as may now 

or hereafter be prescribed. Notice of intent to dispose of numismatic 
material must be given in writing to the membership of the Society 
thirty (30) days in advance of such action, after obtaining Executive 
Board approval for said disposition.

PARLIAMENTARIAN-HISTORIAN -- This Officer shall familiarize himself 
with the By-laws of the Society, and with Robert's Rules of Order, and 
he shall be prepared to furnish information, or to procure such infor- 
mation on the call of the President or Presiding Officer. As Historian 
he will familiarize himself with the past history of the Society and 

he will prepare annually, in writing, a continuing history of the 
Society. He will from time to time recommend such changes in the 
By-Laws and in the procedure of the Society as he may deem proper. 

This office shall be appointive, such appointment to be made by the 
President, 


LOSS OF MEMBERSHIP 


A member of the Society may resign at any time by submitting a 
written letter of resignation. 


A member of the Society who has not paid his annual dues by March 1 
of the current year will be automatically dropped from membership. 
The secretary will read the names of those members to be dropped for 
non-payment of dues at the regular March meeting. In cases where 
extenuating circumstances exist, the membership can elect by majority 
vote to waive this requirement. 


A member of the Society can be expelled from membership for cause. A 
two-thirds adverse vote of the Society will be required to terminate 
his membership. A vote for expulsion can only be taken at a regular 
meeting of the Society, and a motion to expel him must have been made 
at the previous meeting. A motion to expel from membership must state 
the cause in writing. Upon receipt of a written motion to expel, duly 
seconded, the presiding officer shall refer the motion to the Executive 
Board for investigation; the report and recommendation of the Board to 
be presented at the next regularly scheduled meeting of the Society.

LIBRARY RULES

Each exhibit shall be judged on its own merits. 


Each exhibit shall be awarded points according to its relative merits in 
each of the rive scoring categories. 


Any member in good standing shall be allowed to exhibit in competition. 
Judges shall not be exhibitors. 
Exhibits by the Host Club shall be non-competitive. 


Each exhibit must earn points in all scoring categories by two of the 
three judges in order to qualify for an award. 


Judges shall score each exhibit one time only. 


All exhibits shall be judged at one time; that is, during the same in- 
spection by all the Judges. 


No exhibit which has won a first place award may be entered on a com- 
petitive basis a second time within the calendar year. 


The highest number of points for fully qualified exhibit shall be adjudged 
winner of the first place award; the second highest number of points for a 
fully qualified exhibit shall be adjudged the winner of the second award, 
etc. 


Exhibitors competing for awards must have owned the contents of the exhibit 
for a period of not less than thirty (30) days prior to the date of the 
competition. This rule shall apply to the numismatic material only, and 
not to the background materials.

THE COINS OF THE BRITISH COMMONWEALTH OF NATIONS, 
Part 2 - Asian Territories 


This is a beautiful slick-papered book, profusely illus- 
trated with photographs of plaster casts of coins, actual 
coins, drawings, and material from sales catalogues. It 
includes information on Asian territories, with the excep- 
tion of India, each described in a separate chapter. 


The format is explained and rigidly followed with history 
of the territory, its coinage, and currency, and then a 
detailed description of the coins with illustrations, and 
last, a bibliography. Special mention should be made of 
the inclusion of the following: 


Trade coinages especially struck by England for Eastern 
trade in general, maps, actual inscription on the coin is 
clearly printed so the reader is not confused by lights 
and shadows on the photograph. 


In the introduction, the author, Mr. Pridmore, appeals to 
the numismatist to assist him by the correction of errors, 
supplying missing details, and advising him of omissions. 
This book is worth looking at even though these coins may 
not be your particular interest.

To most Americans, VDB are three meaningless letters 
of the alphabet, yet throughout their lives, they 
are never far, nor free, from the influence of this 
symbol of aman whose art has been seen and handled 
by more people than any other work created by any 
artist. 


To the embryonic numismatist, these letters are the 
first salient feature to be recognized. Their pre- 
sence or absence is noted in a check for genuineness 
or tampering. Yes, these are the initials on the U.S 
one-cent piece, of the man who designed this coin---- 
a coin that has been issued in billions of pieces, 
and is still being issued by the millions. 


To most people knowing these letters are the initials 
of a person is enough to satisfy their curiosity, but 
what of this man who holds the distinction of having 
his work reproduced for so long a period of time, and 
on so large a scale? 


Victor David Brenner, born June 12, 1871, in Shavly, 
a small town in the province of Kovno, Russia, learn- 
ed his trade, and began his career as a maker of 
seals in his native town. In 1890, he emigrated to 
the United States, landing in New York City where he 
found work as an engraver and die cutter of badges. 
He prospered and soon was able to aid the other mem- 
bers of his family to come to the New World. 


In 1898, he went to France and for three years, under 
the influence of Roty and Rodin, at the Academie 
Julian, his interpretations in art visibly improved. 


At the Paris Exposition of 1900, exhibiting some of 
his art in competition, he won awards, and upon re- 
turning to the United States, he won awards at the 
Buffalo Exposition in 1901, and again at the World's 
Fair at St. Louis in 1904. In 1906, he again return- 
ed to New York City, to establish himself as a medal- 
ist and sculptor, and opening a studio there. Later 
he allied himself with the Numismatic Society in the 
battle being waged at that time for better and more 
artistic coins.

Having been chosen by President Theodore Roosevelt, 

in 1908 to design a medal to be given to every work- 

we who put in two years labor in the construction of 

the Panama Canal, the President became familiar with 

certain sculptures of the artist. He was so impress- 
ed by a sculpture of President Lincoln that he was 

struck with the possibility of making use of this de- 
sign as the first step in reforming the art of U.S. 

coinage. This brought up the question of whether to 

use it on the half-dollar, or place it upon the cent, 
for there had been no change in the smaller coin in 
50 years. 


The choice fell to the small coin, since it was reas- 
oned that a greater number of the small coins would 
be used, and more people would become aware of the 
beauty of its design, That it mot only pwertrays a 
great man, but because of its seeming ability to pro- 
ject that image of the man that Americans have in 
their mind of him, there has never been a clamor or 
a need to change the design conceived by V.D.B......

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NUTS and BOLTS 


At a recent gathering of collectors dedicated to the pur- 
suit of foreign matter in their collecting endeavors, a 
gentleman addressing the group referred to the Exonumist 
in jest I am sure, as a collector of "nuts and bolts". 


While I do not consider that I have the necessary know- 
ledge or mentality to debate the merits of any field or 
area of numismatics, I would like to say if all collect- 
ors of numismia were to devote the time and study that 
is required not only to acquire, but to attribute the ob- 
jects of Exonumia, then numismatics would attain more 


quickly a higher level in the sciences, with less empha- 
sis on the mercenary. 


To illustrate this, the following is an example of Numis- 
matic Americana, or Exonumia--the 1876 Centennial Exposi- 
tion's Official contribution to numismatics. 


An Act of Congress, March 3, 1871, created a body corpor- 
ate, the Centennial Board of Finance, to have an incor- 
porate existence until the object for which it was form- 
ed had accomplished its purpose, which was, of course, 
the provisions of an Act of Congress to provide for cele- 
brating the 100th Anniversary of our American Indepen- 
dence, by holding an International Exhibition of Arts, 
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manufacturers, and products of the Mine and Soil in the 
city of Philadelphia, Pa., in the year 1876. This body 
corporate was empowered to secure subscriptions of capi- 
tal stock, not to exceed ten millions of dollars, divid- 
ed into shares of ten dollars each. It was estimated by 
the Board of Finance that it would be necessary to have 
an issue of $3,500,000 with each share at ten dollars. 


These certificates, engraved and printed at the Treasury, 
were beautiful specimens of the highest branch of the 
art of steel engraving, encompassing 24 by 20 inches on 
the best of bank note stock paper. 


The design is pyramidal - America forming the apex, with 
Fame and Art personified sitting at her feet. The busts 
of Washington and Grant on either side, typical of the 
commemcement and the end of the century. America is re- 
presented as welcoming the representatives of foreign 
nations, who bear symbols of their national industries 
and resources. Independence Hall and the National Capi- 
tol are in the background. Beneath the former stand Ful- 
ton and Fitch with their steamboat models, and under the 
latter are Franklin and Morse with the electric and tele- 
graph instruments. On the right, facing the figure of 
America, is Howe, offering his sewing machine, and also 
a shipwright with a model of a Clipper ship. The freed- 
man, Continental and Federal soldier and mechanics form 
a group on the right, and the farmer, planter, trapper 
and Indian, all presenting symbols of their avocations, 
form the group on the left. 


The center of the base is Trumbull's painting of the 

Signing of the Declaration of Independence, on the right 
of which is exemplified Progress-the busy manufacturing 

city in contrast with the neglected windmill. To the 

left of the base is represented Civilization, combining 

the railroad, telegraph, steamship, and reaping machine 

in contrast with the Conestoga wagon, mail rider, sail- 

ing vessel, and the laborer with a sickle. The legend 

in the body of the certificate was engraved by a new in- 
genious process - the invention of G. W. Casilear, Sup- 

erintendent of the Engraving Department of the Treasury. 
The designs and arrangements are due to Messrs. Darley, 

and Ferris, American artists.

As a further means of obtaining revenue, and at the 
same time provide a permanent, appropriate, inexpen- 
sive, and yet handsome memorial of the Centennial 
year, the Board of Finance obtained the passage of 
an Act of Congress approved June 16, 1874, authoriz- 
ing the coinage at the United States Mint a series 
of Memorial Medals in bronze, gilt and silver to be 
furnished at cost to the Board of Finance, and sold 
by them at a fair profit to aid in gaining of funds 
to defray the costs of the Centennial Celebration. 
Thus it became possible for persons whose means did 
not permit the purchase of the $10 stock certificate 
to contribute towards the success of the enterprise, 
and at the same time, possess a beautiful memorial 
of the Centennial year and Exhibition with their pur- 
chase of one or more of these official medals. 


These "memorial medals'' were of four descriptions 
to bring them within the taste and means of all. In 
large bronze at $2.00; large gilt at $5.00; small 
silver at $3.00 and small gilt at $1.00. In addi- 
tion, the four medals could be had, neatly arranged 
in one case, for $11.00. The samll size silver and 
gilt medals were the size of the American dollar, 
and with the same obverse design as the larger med- 
als, but bearing on the center of the reverse the 
inscription "In Commemoration of the Hundredth Anni- 
versary of American Independence, 1876", surrounded 
by the words "By Authority of the Congress .of the 
United States." 


The design of all medals on the obverse represents 
the Genius of American Independence, rising from a 
recumbent position, grasping with her right hand a 
sword which is to enforce her demands, and raising 
her left hand in appealing pride to the galaxy of 
thirteen stars which indicate the original Colonies 
and States blazing in the firmament. Beneath is 
the date "1876". 


The reverse of the large medal displays the Genius 
of Liberty, with the now ornamental sword buckled to 
her girdle; the shield of stars and stripes leaning 
at rest, while with either hand, she extends a wel- 
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come, and a chaplet to the Arts and Sciences assem- 
bled with evidence of their skill and craft, to do 
honor to the date 1876, which is inscribed upon the 
platform. 


These memorial medals are objects of great signifi- 
cance in our appreciation of the United States, and 

of being an American, with the history of our Nation 
being depicted in these two designs and as a work of 
art and a memento of that celebration of our Nations 
Centennial year. They become the cornerstone of all 
the United States Expositions Medallic Art to follow. 


In addition to these fund raising objects of the Cen- 
tennial Exposition, there was the Official Award Med- 
al, given to those exhibitors outstanding in their 
particular art or craft. These medals awarded by the 
Commission were of bronze, round in shape, 4 inches 
in diameter, very chaste in appearance, and the larg- 
est ever struck in the United States up to that time. 
The engraving was by Henry Mitchell of Boston, and 
the medals were struck at the Mint of the United 
States at Philadelphia. On the obverse, on the cen- 
ter of the face, is a female figure, representing 
America, seated on an elevation, and holding a crown 
of laurels over the emblems of industry that lie at 
her feet at equal distances apart separated by a-cir- 
clet of stars. On the outside zone of the face are 
four other female figures in base-relief which, with 
appropriate symbols, represent America, Europe, Asia, 
and Africa, respectively. 


The reverse side has in the center the words 'Award- 
ed by the United States Centennial Commission", and 
on the outside zone, "International Exhibition at 

Philadelphia, MDCCCLXXVL"' all in raised letters, the 
zone separated from the inner area by a wreath of 

laurel. All official medals of award were the same 

size, weight, material and design, with about 12,000 
being presented. 


In addition to this official numismatic material can 
be included the foreign countries issuance of medal- 
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lic art pieces, the many tokens of exhibitors, the 
souvenir tokens, many of commemorative or political 
design, which were issued by unofficial or private 
organizations. 


So if this be "nuts and bolts", I am guilty of the 
charge, and stand ready for your judgement......

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ANA CONVENTION 


Houston was a most hospitable city, and contrary to 


popular belief, the heat didn't get us down. It was 
a place where you wore your coat or sweater when you 


were inside and discarded it when you left the hotel. 
The convention started on Wednesday, Aug. 25, but re- 
servations were at a premium by Tuesday morning. The 
accommodations at the Shamrock Hilton were quite spa- 
cious and no one complained because the rooms’ were 
too small! 


There was a total registration of 6,600 persons for 
the four day convention, and the state of California 
rated third in attendance, with Texas (naturally) in 
the lead and Louisiana second. I think even the Cali- 
fornians were surprised at this. San Diego Numisma- 
tic Society had thirteen members attending if you in- 
clude several people who are members but do not live 
here. (We expected to see Francis Jones, but learn- 
ed he was just off crutches after having suffered a 
SKATE BOARD accident. Goodness, Francis!!) 


Within the Exhibit area, we were represented by only 
one exhibit - Pearl Johnson's Lincoln Medals, and we 
offer congratulations on her Second Place award for 
this exhibit. 


Two items of interest to me, personally in the exhi- 
bit area, were the coins minted from the new alloy, 
with the portrait of Martha Washington on the obverse 
and Mount Vernon on the reverse. Three each of half- 
dollar, the quarter and the dime were imbedded in a 
lucite block of a light blue color. Only these coins 
were saved after the experimental minting, and at the 
banquet on Saturday, they were presented to Dr. Clain- 
Stefanelli by Mrs. Eva B. Adams, Director of the Mint 
to be on display in the Smithsonian Institute. The 
other item of interest was the five cases containing 
a portion of the gold doubloons and silver pieces of 
eight and other specimens of Spanish treasure which 
were recovered off the coast of Florida. Some pieces 
were in an unrecognizable condition to the naked eye, 


but with proper cleaning, were coins in "BU'' condition. 
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The Token and Medal Society this year made their 
first presentations for Literary Awards, and in 
awarding retroactively, honored two of our SDNS 
members --- Ralph Mitchell and Russell Rulau, for 
articles written in 1961 and 1962. 


The ANA's most coveted award, The Farran Zerbe Mem- 
orial Award, was presented this year to San Diego's 
most prominent numismatist, Lew Panosh, for 'Distin- 
guished Service rendered to the American Numismatic 
Association". We were very proud to be among the 
members as this beautiful plaque and certificate of 
appreciation were presented to Lew. 


The forum discussion on Exhibit Judging was well- 

received, but as this discussion continued, I was 
more and more aware that the San Diego Society is 
very far advanced in judging our exhibits. Calif- 
ornia State has agreed to give our methods a trial, 
and perhaps we can someday convince ANA. 


The feminine sex in the Clubs in the Greater Houston 
area had gone all out in order to make certain wives 
of the numismatists (you know, the '"tag-alongs'') did 
no complaining about time on their hands. There were 
city tours, tour to the Astrodome, a luncneon, boat 
trip down their man-made channel (with free refresh- 
ments) ending at the San Jacinto Monument, a flower- 
arranging demonstration at a gift shop adjacent to 

the hotel, to say nothing of the open-house hospita- 
lity room at all hours. The "piece de resistance", 
though, was water skiing in a swimming pool! This 

you would have to see to believe..The people in San 

Diego, in planning for the 1968 ANA show here, will 

have to work to top this TEXAS convention. 


The ANA in 1966 will be held in Chicago, Illinois, 

and will celebrate the 75th Anniversary of the ANA.

Comparison of these prices with those asked of current 
commemorative pieces is of interest to a large segment 
of coin collecting people, but did you know that it is 
of greater significance that the first time the motto 
"In God We Trust'' was carried on a Commemorative coin 
it was on the Panama Pacific coin? 


--or that the first $50 gold coin struck by authority 
of the United States was that of this set? 


----that in this set was the first $2.50 commemorative 
coin, and that Charles E. Barber not only designed the 
half-dollar, but he and George T. Morgan designed the 
$2.50 gold piece? 


The mintage figures as released by the Exposition offi- 
cials were;

There was so much in this Bulletin prior to the CSNA 
Convention about all the activities, committees and

CoINARAMA MEDAL 


This year there's a medal. For 
the first time in Coinarama's 
eight-year history, a_ special 
commemorative medal has been 
struck to honor the occasion, 
The obverse of the medal 
relates the story of San Diego's 
progress since the Panama-Cal- 
ifornia Exposition in 1915. The 
famed California Tower in Bal- 
boa Park appears at the lower 
right, perhaps San Diego's most

San Diego Community Concourse, 
which includes a conventioncenter and a civic theater 
any city would beproud of. The hourglass signifies the 
passage of time since the 1915 exposition, while the 
thematic surrounding inscription completes the design. 

The reverse honors the discoverer of San Diego 
Bay---Cabrillo, who in 1546 sailed into a great natural 
harbor and named it Bahia de San Miguel. While his 
name for San Diego did not endure, Cabrillo is remem- 
bered in the Cabrillo National Monument, with the old 
"Spanish" lighthouse, a statue of the great explorer, 
and the monument shownon our medal. Graceful sea- 
gulls in flight complete the reverse design. 

The Coinarama medal is the work of San Diego's 
Jean Busch, recording secretary of the active Interna- 
tional Numismatic Society of San Diego. Mrs. Busch 
is an avid collector of world medals, and her love for 
medallic art is evident in this, her first design. 

The goldene medal is part of your registration 
badge. A limited silver issue was struck; contact Har- 
vey Rose if you're interested in this issue.

Ge coast of California by Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo on September 
28, 1542, just 50 years after the first voyage of Columbus to the 
New World. His landfall at Point Loma, on which the National Monu- 
ment is located, and his entrance and landing in San Diego Bay, 
which he called Bahia de San Miguel, markthe first contact of Euro- 
peans with this part of the New World. 

Significant as Cabrillo's discovery was, it represents but an 
incident in the explorations which had 
suchaprofound effect on the institu- 
tions and the thought of our civiliza- 
tion. The voyage was but one of many 
seaandland expeditions by means of 
which Spain extended her dominions 
inthe New World and made known the 
general outline and character of the 
Americas. Nevertheless, the de- 
scriptions of California and its Indian 
inhabitants, contained inthe record of 
the expedition, are among the earliest 
written sources for the history of our 
country. 

The story of Cabrillo's voyage 
is aheritage shared by boththe United 
States and Mexico. The history of 
each nation records the same sea ex- < i 
peditions which, under Cabrillo and  CaBrRiLlO national mMoOnumMENt 
others following him, led to the ex- 
ploration of the entire Pacific coast. 

The medal issued for this 37th Semi-Annual California State 
Numismatic Convention depicts the principal historical structure 
located inthe Cabrillo National Monument: The old San Diego Light-

house. Often called the "Old Spanish Lighthouse," 
the lighthouse is not Spanish at all. First lighted 
110 years ago, it was one of several lighthouses au- 
thorizedfor the Pacific coast by Congress in 1850. 
The misleading term "Old Spanish Lighthouse" was 
applied by alocal guide inthe early 1900's who wanted 
to romanticize the abandoned building. The light- 
house served until1891, when it was replaced by a new 
light at a lower level nearer the water's edge. 

From the tower of the old San Diego Light- 
house can be seenone of the great panoramas of. the 
world: an inspiring scene of the ocean, bays, is- 
lands, mountains, foothills, valleys, and plains 
which surroundthe city of San Diego. Cabrillo Na- 
tional Monument is the most-visited National Monu- 
ment in the United States, surpassing even New 
York's Statue of Liberty innumber of visitors. Bus 
tours to Cabrillo National Monument will leave the 
hotel on Friday afternoon and Saturday morning dur- 
ing the convention. For details, consult pages 6 
and 7 of this program; the tour is free. 

The discovery of San Diego Bay by Cabrillo in 
1542, andthe founding of the first mission in Cali- 
fornia by Father Junipero Serra in 1769, mark the 
two real beginnings of Cali- 
fornia---and both belong to 
sunny, historical San Diego, 
"where California began!" 

The reverse of your 
convention medal bears the 
official seal of the Califor- 
nia State Numismatic As- 
sociation. With a map of 
the Golden State as the cen- 
tral feature, the seal also depicts California's Bear 
Flag anda fully-rigged sailing ship emblematic not 
only of early explorations, but also of the windjam- 
mers and whalers that brought so many early Cali- 
fornians to a new home inthe west. Organized in 
1947 andincorporated in 1961, the California State 
Numismatic Association is one of the most active 
statewide organizations in the country, and its bul- 
letin, the quarterly Calcoin News, ranks among the 
best numismatic publications in the nation, 

The 37th Semi-Annual CSNA Convention Medal 
was struckin goldene (2000 pieces) and silver (100 
pieces), and was designed by Aage Andersen,
